I'rnuk Aiiponrellor Hint Ilia I.I To Willi n
llnllot.

Frank Appcnitollor, a wpll known resident
of Ashland, committed sulrldo nt his hnran
thoro Saturday evening; hr shootlnR himself
through the heart with a rovnlver, causing
instant death. Tho sulcldo wai evidently
premeditated and iho weapon with which It
was committed was piirchasod by tho victim
nt Mahanov City last Thursday

Appenzellor was 31 years old. lie loft a
wife and four children, (ho youngest child
holtiR an Infant In arms. Deputy Coronor
O'ltara will hold an Inquest tlili evonltiE and
tho funeral will Uiko placo

Tho widow nnd hor family reside near tho
corner of Third and Walnut streets, Ashland,
Appenzcllcr was employed for a lone timo
nt Lauhonstoin's screon works In that
town, but lost his position through
drinking. llo then secured employ.
ment as a canvassor In this region for
the Philadelphia Inquirer, but lost it tbrouch
tho same cause. About a month ago he went
to Philadelphia nnd secured employment as n
canvaesor for tho Press of that city. This
position ho also lost and started to work his
way homo. Arriving at Reading ho mnde
uso of his membership in tho Ashland lodge
of tho lloyal Arcnnum to carry out somo
questionable schemes to secure monoy from
tho rnembors. lie was exposed by tho news-
papers and tho attending dlsgraco seemed to
prey upon his mind, llo was talking with
his wifo about the affair at about flvo o'clock
on Saturday evening whon tho wifo said ho
was alnno responsible for his troubles.

THE COUNTY'S WARDS.

The Schuylkill Hoard of Charities Make
Recommendations.

O. H. Woltjon and Robert Allison, who
constitute tho local committco representing
the State Board of Public Charities nud Com-

mittee on Lunacy, spent all of Saturday
making a thorough inspection of the county
almshouse and insane buildings nt Schuylkill
Haven, The result of their observation Mr.
Woltjon forwarded in reports to Stato Secre-
tary Cadwalador Biddlo, of the Board of
Charities, and Dr. Wetheril, secretary of the
Stato Committee on Lunacy. Tho reports
embrace these facts :

Numbor of Insane pationts, 112. Of this
number 44 aro women, of whom 27 aro of
foreign birth. Of tho OS men patients, 33 are
foreigners. Thoro aro in tho ontiro Alms-

house institution 440 pationts, including 14

infants.
Tho local members of tho Stato Board

feund the Almshouso buildings in a very
creditable condition. Thoy believo that the
present Insane department could bo used for
an infirmary. Tho old stono and framo
buildings should be torn down.

A separate building for tho insane, isolated
from tho Almshouso proper, should bo put
up on the other sldo of tho turnpiko. It
should be provided with wards similar to
those of hospital. The $15,000 for tho
insane improvements, approved by the
County Commissioners about the timo the
now Almshouse hospital was finished, and
afterward approved by tho Stato Board of
Publie Charities, could bo woll expended for
a new building for tho insane.

Section 2. Bulk, bay. Jut or oriel windows
may nftcr tho passage of this ordinance, bo
erected upon any fronts, sides nd rear ends of
buildings extending: over the pavements of tho
street from any stoiy except tho first within the
lines urawn iroin me intersection 01 me pany
linos and huildlni? lines at right angles with the
latter and to a distance of not raoro than two
feet six Inches beyond said building lino.

Section a. Whenever It shall come to the
knowledge of tho Burgess thatauy person or
ncrsons. firm or corporation, erecting or causing
to bo erected, or aro about to erect or cause to
bo erected, any bulk, bay, Jut or oriel window,
contrary to tno provisions herein recited. It
shall bo hts duty to forthwith remove the said
bullr, bay. Jut or oriel window about being
constructed or erected or hereafter erected, or
cause the same to be removed, and the Burgess
is hereby authorized anu empowereu to can to
his assistance for the purpose aforesaid such
number of persons as may under the circum-
stances be necessarv to remove the same.
